the increased freight rates bo made to justify an increase of one 
cent per pound in Lhe price of meat to tho consumer, an increase 
of five cents per pair in the price of shoes, an increase of ten 
cents in the price of a ?ui1 of clothes, or an increase of one- 
fourth of a cent in the price of a loaf of bread." 


"I would not consider an increase of between G and S pel- 


cent, in food pi-ices as a result of tho new rail tariffs as dis- 
proportionate," says TIershel Jones of the N>\v York State Di- 
vision of Foods and Markets.
